This  publication  contains  the  names,  addresses  and  program  offerings  of  private  business  and  vocational 
schools  approved  to  operate  in  Dlinois  during  the  current  approval  year  under  the  105  ILCS  456/1  et  seq., 
"Private  Business  and  Vocational  Schools  Act."  The  inclusion  of  a school  in  this  directory  indicates  that  the 
school  has  been  found  to  be  in  compliance  with  the  minimum  state  standards  established  for  the  types  of 
schools  concerned. 

A school  is  defined  as  an  educational  institution  privately  owned  and  operated  by  an  owner,  partnership,  or 
corporation  offering  courses,  subjects,  or  programs  for  which  tuition  is  charged  for  such  instruction  whether 
by  in-residence,  correspondence,  or  other  methods  to  prepare  individuals: 

1)  to  follow  a trade  or  artistic  occupation; 

2)  to  pursue  a manual,  mechanical,  technical,  industrial,  business,  commercial  ofHce,  personal 
service  (other  than  nursing),  or  other  nonprofessional  occupation;

WHAT  YOU  SHOULD  KNOW  ABOUT  FINANCIAL  AID 

Not  all  schools  are  eligible  to  offer  financial  aid.  If  you  are  considering  a school  that  does,  there 

are  a few  important  facts  you  need  to  remember. 

1)  Before  you  sign  any  type  of  application  for  financial  aid,  be  sure  to  read  the  entire 
document. 

2)  Be  aware  of  the  difference  between  a Pell  Grant  and  a loan.  Loans  niust  be  repaid.  You 
will  receive  a payment  schedule  telling  you  when  you  will  have  to  start  repayment,  the 
amount  of  each  monthly  installment,  and  where  your  payments  should  be  sent.  PeU 
Grants  are  provided  to  qualifying  students  as  assistance  in  furthering  their  educaUon. 
Not  all  schools  eligible  to  offer  financial  aid  qualify  to  offer  Pell  Grant,  so  be  sure  you 
understand  if  you  are  applying  for  a loan  or  a grant. 

3 If  you  have  reason  to  suspeet  any  fraud,  water,  or  abuse  involving  Federal  student  aid 

funds,  you  may  call  the  foUowing  toU-free  number  1 (800)  MIS-USED.  This  number  is 
the  hotline  to  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Education's  Inspector  General’s  office.  You  may 
remain  anonymous  if  you  wish. 


WHAT  TO  LOOK  FOR  IN  SELECTING  A SCHOOL 


Perhaps  the  most  often  asked  question  of  the  section  is  "How  do  you  rate  this  school?"  While  there  is  no 
rating  for  private  business  and  vocational  schools,  there  are  a few  things  that  you.  as  the  consumer,  can 
be  looking  for  when  you  are  considering  enrolling  in  schools  of  this  type. 

Usually,  one  of  the  first  people  you  will  speak  with  at  any  of  the  private  business  and  vocational  schools 
will  be  a sales  representative  or  agent  of  some  type.  AU  persons  conducting  sales  are  required  to  carry  a 
permit  card  indicating  the  agent's  name  and  the  name  of  the  school.  You  should  ask  to  see  the  permit 
card  of  the  person  who  is  interviewing  you  to  insure  he  or  she  is  an  approved  sales  representative. 

Schools  are  required,  by  statute,  to  disclose  the  following  statistics  on  their  contract  or  enrollment 
agreement: 

1)  the  number  of  students  who  enrolled  in  the  school  during  the  school's  last  fiscal  year; 

2)  the  number  of  students  who  did  not  complete  the  course  of  instruction  for  which  they  enrolled 
during  the  school's  last  fiscal  year; 

3)  the  percentage  of  students  who  did  not  complete  the  course  of  instruction  for  which  they 
enrolled  for  the  past  fiscal  year  as  compared  to  the  number  of  students  who  enrolled  in  the 
school  during  the  school's  past  fiscal  year; 

4)  the  number  and  percentage  of  students  from  the  particular  school  who  passed  the  State 
licensing  examination  (if  any)  during  the  school's  last  fiscal  year; 

5)  the  number  and  percentage  of  graduates  who  requested  placement  assistance  by  the  school 
during  the  school's  last  fiscal  year; 

6)  the  number  and  percentage  of  graduates  who  obtained  emplo3ment  as  a result  of  placement 
assistance  by  the  school  during  the  school's  last  fiscal  year; 

7)  the  number  and  percentage  of  graduates  of  the  particular  school  who  obtained  emplo3ment  in 
the  field  who  did  not  use  the  school's  placement  assistance  during  the  school's  last  fiscal  year; 

8)  the  average  starting  salary  for  all  school  graduates  employed  during  the  school's  last  fiscal  year. 

By  looking  closely  at  these  numbers,  you  can  determine  the  success  rate,  or  completion  rate  of  students 
who  enrolled  in  the  school.  By  comparing  the  numbers  indicated  in  1.2.  and  3.  you  will  get  an 
indication  of  how  many  students  started  the  course  of  instruction  and  made  it  all  the  way  through.  For 
schools  whose  courses  are  longer  than  one  fiscal  yecir.  you  will  need  to  keep  in  mind  that  some  of  the 
students  may  stUl  be  in  training. 

If  you  are  considering  a type  of  training  that  involves  State  licensing  from  some  other  agency 
(Professional  Regulation.  Department  of  Public  Health) . the  percentage  listed  in  4 will  indicate  how  many 
graduates  of  this  particular  school  passed  their  licensing  exam  as  a result  of  the  training  received  at  the 
school. 

The  remainirig  statistics  deal  with  placement  of  graduates.  Not  all  schools  offer  placement  assistance, 
but  those  who  do  are  required  to  keep  detailed  records  of  the  number  of  students  requesting  assistance, 
the  number  of  graduates  placed  by  the  school  or  on  their  own  in  jobs  pertaining  to  their  field  of  student 
and  an  average  starting  salary  for  aU  students  employed.  Perhaps  these  are  the  most  significant 
numbers  to  study  when  considering  a school  as  they  will  give  you  an  indication  of  the  school's  ultimate 
success  rate  - employed  graduates! 

Finally,  you  may  call  the  Illinois  State  Board  of  Education  at  217/782-0736  to  inquire  whether  any 
complaints  have  been  filed  against  the  school  you  are  considering.  These  data  are  kept  by  the  agency 
according  to  statute  and  an  annual  report  is  filed  with  the  legislature. 


STUDENT  ACADEMIC  RECORDS 


All  schools  are  required  to  keep  permanent  records  suitable  for  transcript 
purposes  for  fifty  (50)  calendar  years  after  the  student  has  departed  the  school. 
If  you  require  a copy  of  your  transcript,  you  should  contact  the  school  you 
attended.  In  the  event  the  school  no  longer  exists,  contact  the  Illinois  State 
Board  of  Education  for  further  information  (217/782-4365). 


CONSUMER  INFORMATION 

Any  student  or  employee  of  a school  approved  by  this  Act  who  believes  he  has 
been  aggrieved  by  a violation  of  this  Act  shall  have  the  right  to  file  a written 
complaint  within  one  year  of  the  alleged  violation.  The  Superintendent  shall 
acknowledge  within  20  days  receipt  of  such  written  complaint.  The 
Superintendent  shall  issue  a written  finding  as  to  whether  there  is  good  cause 
to  initiate  disciplinary  proceedings  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act.  The  Superintendent  shall  furnish  such  findings  to  the  person  who  filed  the 
complaint  and  to  the  chief  operating  office  of  the  school  cited  in  the  complaint.
